SUICIDE OF A FALSE JUDGE.

An Imperiniist Commits Solf-Mardor,

Judge Delesvaux, onee the terror of Parisian
journnlists,fand, who forjhis never-falling Inge-
uulty in framing reasons for a convietion in
every pregs case brought before him, was pro-
moted in the latter days of the empire from the
Tribunal of Correctional Police to the presi-
depcy of a Ulvil Chamber, has committed sui-
clde. The newe, says a Tours correspondent of
the Daily News of London, is brought from
Parls by balloon, and long details are glven in
the Peuple Souverain. Before destroyiug him-
eclf, be sat up all night writlug. At 3 o'clock
in the morning his valet, who had lived with
him for twenty-four years, seeing o light in his
hedroom, opeved the door, and took the liberty
of recommending his master to go to bed, The
judge sald “‘Presently,” and dismissed ' the ser-
vant in a peremptory tone which he was not in
the hablt of using towards him. ‘The man was
ehocked to see how deadly pale the judge
looked, and this was the more remarkable be-
cause he bad a red, scorbutic face.

At gix o'clock, having remained at his desk all
the time, M. Delesvaux rang for his servant,
gave him a packet of letters, which he sald he
was to deliver to their address, and told him to
let nobody disturbhim. A few minutes later a
report of a shot was heard, and M. Delosvaux
was found with his head bathed In blood, and
quite dead. Some of the letters will probably
reveal the motives for the act. Judge Deles-
vanx, who wus raised to the bench for the zeal
which he displayed as a Comumigsary of Police
at the coup d'etal, was a lonely man, and
smreel]v ever went into soclety. He lived
somewhere in the quarter of the Madeline, and
I bave frequently met him in the evening walk-
ins.f on the Boulevard, or in the Passage de
I'Opera, flourishing a thick eane and smoking a
cigar, and always by himeelf. He was fond of
toking a gless of beer in an Eoglish or German
tavern, and did not mind the monsiror digito
proteveuntiving which in his case was never
complimentary.

Brussgrs, Nov. 8.—The Independance Belge
snye:—''We dally receive visits from escaped
ofticers of Bazalune's army Their testimony is
conclusive as to the treachery of their com-
mander.”"

The Supplementary Agreements to the Unpltu-

Loxpox, Nov. 8.—Evening journals print a
gnpplementary agreement in regard to the ca-
pitulation of Metz by the civil officials to re-
move or remain at their option undisturbed io
property. None of the mhabitants, either in
civil or military capacity, to be Interfered with
or held regporsible for any previous acts, or for
political oploions, The sick and wounded to
have every care.

The Prussian forces which operated against
Dijon met with obstinate resistance before the
town on the 30th. The soldiers of Baden cap-
tured the heighis on which the French forces
were posted, when the latter retreated, and on
the next day the authorities surrendered.

It is alleged that Russia Is apprehensive of the
revival of Polish nationalily under Prussian
protection.

German official papers recall the fact that
France refused ag armistice to Austria In 1850,
until the latter bhad accepted preliminaries of
peace, and that the First Napoleon always re-
fused to grant peace without territorial lndem-
nity.

THE GERMANS IN STRASBURG.
- - -— —

A correspondent of the London T'imes writes:

‘' Before quitting Strasburg I made a visit to
the cemetery of the Jardin Botanique. Inter-
ments are &till golng on, and a considerable
space in the cen plots has been tenanted
gince I was here o ‘week ago. French coffins
were lylng piled up aond exposed In the great
side trench. 1 read some new inscriptions on
the wooden crosses; one was to the memory of
the Baden grenndier Aloys Klein, killed by a
bayonet wound from a drunken French soldler
during the entrance march into the town; his
murderer lies in the same grave. Another was
over a patrol fired upsn at miduight of the same
day; two perpetrators were seized, and as
neither would ineriminate the other, both were
ghot. This gloomy epot will be the most ablding
record of the horrors of the Btrasburg duﬁ.
Its citadel, at this moment #0 crushed by the
German artillery, will rise te new life, but pain-
ful memories will hauut this scene for centuries
Lo come.

“For weeks to come there will be abundance
of work in the enormous reparations required.
Heaps of rulns brought out and plled before the
doors reveal an extent of bavoe which wounld
be unsuspected from an external survey; cne
eees only a small hole in the roof t
which the bomb had made its way, and then,
like the genii of the ‘Arabian Nights,' has burst
from its imprisoning vessel a gigantic and jo-
furiated demon.

“Notices are posted in all directions of the
temporary instalment of the mnfulnu of shop-
keepers dislodged from the ruined quarter of
the city. There are fresh proclamations on the
walle from the Prefects—Counts Luxburg and
Biemarck-Bohlen—announcing help and repair
of damages, but a change has come over these.

No longer, as has been the while Stras-
burg remained French, doesa ¢l French and
German version ap on lacards. It is
German now. sees varlous indications
that the French lan is to be hustled out of
sight as soon as possible. The new

weekly organ of the general goverament of

Alsace, of which elght numbers have ap,
is printed exclusively in German. None of the
};mrmll of the Fatherland will acknowledge the
rench names of the strects painted up at the
corners. In the reports of thelr corres; ents
the Porte de Pierre is the Btein Thor, the Kne
des Nuees Bleues becomes the Blau Wolken
strasse.

“The editors of the Btrasburg fEpel‘a have an-
pounced the abdication of their functions, which
do not eeem to have been overpowerfully ardu-
oug. Bunday's storm of wind and rain has blown
into forlorn tatters the two large German umm:
which preudly waved from the cathedral s
to which the colony of rooks bave now returned;
